I certainly do not tliink, to s:iy 
the least of it, tliat it was very guoil taste on 
your c(>rre8|Hniiient'N ]iart to o^lvert to this in 
tlie wr.y he did while it was awaiting legal 
decision. From the tone of his remarks, the 
jmblic would he Icil to believe that there was a 
quantity of giMiind not payable iu the earlier 
ilays. but, in tlic present state of thlngH. would 
affonl a comfortable subsistence for a niiml>er of 
men, but the water being tiikeu out of the creek 
debars people from working it. ■ 

Now, sir, ill this case the facts are quite oppo- 
site. 'L'ho ci'eck has Ijccn- repeatedly pros- 
pocted for tho ia^t seven years— latterly by 
both Kiiropeaiis ami Chinese — and no one could 
make a living out of it ; tlicre lias been tlie 
coknir of gold fomul, and that was ,all. Parties 
have now taken iq» claims (at least marked 
them out) and retpiire ua to allow tlie water to 
flow flown the creek. We (the All Natimrs 
Company), a party of vHcven, got a grant for the 
water alter the creek had been well prospuctetl, 
ami cut a race from it about iiiiie miles in 
length. We have been working ourselves, &n 
well as employing labour, for the last six years 
(and, I imagine, in that time we have cuii- 
tributcfl something to the revenue, a.s well .da 
mldeil our fraction to the gold returns), built 
homes, and settled down. If the water had 
been nmuiiig down the creek until tins it 
would have heuetited no one. Now, a party 
has set in, who say wo must allow the water to 
run dow'n the creek ; and, in all probability, 
AS others have done, in a few weeks they will 
leave, and tho ground he again abaiiiloncd. 

Now, air, I contend thia is nnt a satisfactory 
state of things for raceholdera if thev arc at tlic 
mercy of any one who may have an ill-fcoUng 
ag.ainst them, or wish to prospect ground, I do 
nut say but there may he cases where ground 
brva boeii proved, and would support a number 
of moil : in such a case the law wimld he per- 
fectly right in doing the graatost good for the 
greatest nUTiiher. Bnb without proof of pava- 
blc gold being got, and Boino extent of gniinrl, 
it would be very arbitrary to dispoa-Hcas men

Since my last letter tho weather lias been vuiy 
changeable. .At times the wind blew sodiigh 
that you could scared •/ recognisu .anytliiiig live 
yards a-hu:ul of you for dust ; in fact, If you 
Were ti’avelling a,iaiiwt the wind, yon cimM 
m.akc hilt very little heulw.ay. At other tim-js, 
tlie iveatlier is everything that can be do^'ired. 
But the cqinitiy, inure particularly tlie vagriciL 
tural districts, could do with a little more rain, 
and I have uo doubt they will get it iu due 
season. 

In mining matters we have nothing tu coin- 
pluiii aiiottt, although the river ie now running 
at its summer level, and, as a matter of cout-sc, 
most of the bank claims have snsj^biideil opera' 
tioiis. Some 3 rc still at work, rmiiiing off t(jp 
stuff in readiness for next season. Nearly tho 
whole of the cluiirts had cleaned tho bottom of 
the ground they had Btrippeil. This si>caks well 
fur the truck system, 1 am informed that it ia 
the intention of Messrs Kett and Co., at Half- 
mile Beach, tn lay down a tramway, and wan k, 
their claim wdth the aid of trucks. The same 
nmnbur of hands will have to be cmploycil, hut 
they wdll be able to get over fourtiiiies the quan- 
tity of ground, and th.at is a great conbidenition. 
The Maiiullurikiti Ground Sluicing Company liuvo 
their tramway and trucks in working order, but 
w'ere compolloil to knock off' last Tlmi-sday, os 
one pump would not kcci> the water iimlar, 
TliBy li.avB coiisoqiteiitly had to get the shaft tjf 
tlieir wheel lengthened, so as to fit it for >vork- 
ing two pumps. J trust they will be successful , 
in rcachiim tho bottom, ami finding p.iyabla 
gold, fi»r tliey richly deserve it. There ia iiov 
other party ill the district wlio Lave done bi>.‘ 
much prospecting ns this company, and they aro 
still at it. Iheir neighbours, the Oveiia Coin- 
pany, arc doing very well, ami inteml sliortly to 
fallow the example set them by the Mamilierikia 
Company, and sink for the main bottom. These 
two companies hold the only water rights nu the 
e^ist side of the .Molyneiix, and they make Also 
of all they bring iu themselves. There is work 
for six times the quantify of water on this sidu 
of the river if it could be got oii to the groniid, 
but every available drop of water is taken up- 
The only aoui'ce from which w’atcr can he brought 
is the Maimherikia River, but it would have' to 
be risen somewhere in the neighhorhund of the 
White Horse Hotel, and Le brought thruiigh 
Drybrc.arl, Tinkers, Devonshire (iully, A;c., ami 
droppeil into tlie head of Wai Keri Keii Valley. 
There is no doubt it would cost a considerable 
amount of uioney to bring the water such ,a dis- 
tance ; but it wnuhl commence to p:iy on reacli-- 
ing Lh-ybread, and t believe would ]>ay itself for 
coTislruetion oa to the lu^ad of the Wai Keri 
creek, wbeuoc it' would flow ou to the Dunstau 
and .Alcxaudiu ffa^. 

Th« wurkings at Oimroy’s and Butcher's 
Gullies arc boiug curried on satiahietojily, but 
no ouu is washing-up just now. They all appe;ir 
tt> he satisfied with their jnospeets. Tiieso two 
gullies have been worked for the List seven 
year.s, and there is every likelihood tjiat they 
will be worked for at le isb ten years ti* come. 

It is tlie intention of the shareholders iu tlic 
quartz reefs in tiiesc two gullies to again coin- 
meuce operations in their claims, I believe they 
inteml to erect erusliing machinery shortly. The 
Dunstau Tim'"X correspondent at thin place is 
pretty near the mark, I think, when he states 
that one machine would do for both reefs, at 
least until such time ;is it is placed )>eyuiiu doubt 
that the reel’s are payable. 1 would older :it 
greater length into this subject, but that 1 am 
afraid of being t;kxcil with huviviwiiig tlie ojdiuons 
of others ; but in a future letter, if 1 am iiotim- 
ticipa'el, I will eerlainly do so.

This 
dredge was on a goo<l ehum from last sea.s(.n, and 
the owners have netted as much as .£3J a ia:iiV per 
week this season ; hut all things ivmst liaVe an 
Olid, so had this claim. f'»r it is worked out The 
last week they worked the wages had to . he 
paid, but the dredge produced nothing to do it 
with, so Hallid.ay and Gor4lmi thought it best 
t« relit thoir slmrca, which they did to the men 
who wore working for them, i cannot give 
now the terms ami cnntlitions, but the men 
worked a week under the contract, during 
which time they shifted the drjdgo about a 
mile down tlie river, ami pi*os})cctCil a bc.ach 
which ])i-ovod to be very rich. iJii the Saturday 
iialliday and iJnivhii repudiated the contract 
entered into the week previous, and told them 
they were still wages men, and insis'ed on 
receiving the lUvidiuii I from one of the parties 
who is tho manager, ami gi^t it paid over to 
tliom. 1 Vie'.icvc they got fourteen minccR of 
gold the last three ilays of wcok.

ADDITIO'^ \I, TKLIiGRAPKtC NEWS. 

Time#, October 4.] 

Tho foIL^wLiig iteiud, ranging' from August 12, 
the tlnie of tho departure of tlie mail, up to 
Sflptoiuhor 0, are froi i tUo CtffloH Obseroer. 
1 buy suppietiient tUo telogmiibio accounts 'we 
have alrc;uly published, ana jiLice all tho move* 
itionta of the armies iu a cuunected form : — 

The Pruesian <»fHci.al account of the battle of 
August H, 'Sitates that the first and seventh 
Army Corps were vigorously afctackeil by the 
Ff-ench outddc Mecz, The Prussian troo|»s 
drove tho'*ea^my back into the town after a 
bldtuly^ght. ^^he French loss is esticnabeil at 
^OOD men. King of Prussia reconnoitred 

for euverat hodiri, \inopposed, between the French 
and Prussian crd^>sts. 

Ol&ckd infell^^hne by telegram from Marsh;d 
Ba^siue says tbat a iiattle was fought alt day, 
August 16, with the Prussians, between Uoucout 
and Tbiouville ; — The enemy was reptilscd. We 
nassed the uigbt ou the positinn gainucL We 
halted a few hours for fresh aoiiuunitinu. We 
were engaged in battles with the armiea of 
Prince Frederick Charles and ifeneral Stoiiimetz. 

The Freneh otHcial details of tiie battle abate 
that the PrusaUus were rcpulsefl along their 
whole line, with consitlerable loss. The French ' 
loss was serums. General Battailie was w<iunded. , 

A (rerniaii oifluial account, dated Poiit-i\- | 
Mousson, 17th, shites that yestcnlay General | 
Alvctischcn advanced with three corps <Varme4 ' 
westward from Metz, ou the road of the enemy’s • 
retreat towards Verdun. A bloody rtglib oc- 
curred between the Pnisslau Tenth Corps and 
the diviaiona of the French army under Generals 
Oucaen, Ladrairaiilt, Frossar*!, and Caurobert, 
as also the Garde Imperial. The Prussians 
were successivelv supported by the Eighth and 
Ninth Army Corps under Prince Frederick 
Charles. Notwithstanding the great majority 
of the French, they were iltiven b<u:k un Metz, 
after a hot fight of 12 hours. Tho loss un both 
sides was very considerable. The Prussian loss 
includes two generals killed and two wounded. 
Tbs Pruastan success was complete, and 2«HI(J 
prisoners, two eagles, and seven cannon were 
captured. French a.ficial intelligence in refe- 
rence to the same engagement states that the 
French repulsed the Prussian attacks, and con- 
tiime motemenfa of troo()s concentrating on 
Chalons. Marshal M^Malioii had joiued Mar- 
shal Bazaine. 

[ii tl»e serious affair <if Gravelottc, ou the 
10th, the French w'ere victurious, hut fiuffered a 
heavy loss. The ctirresj^nideiit tele- 

grapiied that the French armies vere separated 
by the victory of the Prussians, The main 
army was forced back to Metz, and brought 
hay by the German first aucl seomd armies. 
The Crown Prince <»f Prussia, with the tiuiii 
army, was free to operate agaiust the French 
troops at Chalons, 

The French were cnnnpletely defeated on 
August IS, near Keznnville, and driven back to 
Metz, where they are now cut oSf from Paris. 
The French main army withdrew after the bat- 
tle inside the fortiHe:it on of Metz. The Prus- { 
elan loss was very great. i 

T’he Crown Prince of Prussia pushed forwar«l 
to Vitry, and a battle was, on August 20. hourly 
expecteil between him and the army at Chalons 
under Marshal M ‘Mahon. The b^inperor Napo- 
leon and the l^rincc Imperial were at (JlialoiisS. 

The camp at Cbalona was raised on the 2Uth, 
and the troops took jHissession along the River 
Marne. The Crown Prince’s army was 150,000 
sbroiig, and extended tt» near Saint Dizier. He 
appeared to intend an advance on Paris by the 
valley of the .‘^uhe. 

Letters from Verdun, dited 19th, sLaterl that 
the Prussian adv'auce guard was closing on Ver- 
<lu II. 

Ou August 24, Marshal M ‘Mahon left Ilheima, 

Prussian scouts aspeared in the dcpailtueiits 
of Marne auil Aube. One Prussian Ttf'onnaix- 
nncf, advancing in the Gepartmeiit of Marne, 
reached Ohalona and occupied the diatrict of 
Vassy. Orders were given to arrest the advance 
by every possible means. Chalons was cvacu- 
ateil by the French the «v no il.ay. 

The Prussian Royal heail ([uartera on the 2Ctb 
ndv.Xiiccd to Bar le Fine ; a portion of the ainiy 
wa-# Htationel to watch M.irshd Bazaine; the 
reinaiiuler resolutely commenced its march on 
Paris. detachments advanced on Varennes. 
The 25th fmnid the Prusaian acoiits within lU 
miles of Uheims. Venlun was siirn^umled. 
T he Crown Prince was .steadily [uishing towards 
Paris A new *ariiiy was covering his H.ank. 
Pefenco preparations were urged on at Paris. 

On the 27th, the Prua.-^iaa v.angnard was be- 
tween Chalons and Kpernay, The Emperor 
Nap deoil fidlowcil Mate'ial McMahon, who took 
the direction of Vmuiers. 

Pha’sburg. wh ch had been invested, still 
held out on the 28th, and had repulsed two 
Prussian nssauba. 

The German trofips artive<l before Rhcims on 
tlia 2Sth. Tiiioiiville was invented the a.ame 
day The Prussian advance in the department 
of Aube seemed to lie arrested, and the troops 
fell back ou 8t. Dizier, where the heatb^uarters 
of the army had been established, Next news 
stated that the Prussian force in Ibis region 
WO.S directed northwards in the direction of 
Reithel and Vouziers. It was awpposert that 
the m.arch to Paris would nob be cuntimietl till 
the pending battle with Marshal M-Alalum bad 
been dechletl. 

On the 28th, it was olhcially announced that 
tiie total suhscriptioiiH for tlie ne.r French loan 
had auioiinted to 806,000,000 francs. Munici- 
pal noticei inviteil the inhabitants of Paris to 
make |)"ovisioji fnjpa siege. 

Twctitv-fiiur thimnand Prussians occupicil the 
hci'fhts near Rheiin^. where preparations were 
iiia<le for a vj rorous d«h*iice. 100.000 Prussians 
were at tin: s.nfic time gathered butweeii Eper- 
II LV and Klieims. 

On AugiHt3 i, 82 sqnadro 19 of Prussian hiia- 
8'irt* stormed the villi^c of Uriz/, between Von- 
zhirs atirl Attlgny. ’nicdcfeii lcrs were all taken 
priH-uicTB. Tiui siege of Str.ish.mrg was at the 
sain'i ti^lle bcin; viir^Jiviuslv iiniseciitcil. The 
liar.allels were within r>00 paces of the forkrois. 
'Hie b-imharilnmnt by 100 gun.s was doing great 
damage, bub the cuTiiiiandaut rcscdml to liold it 
to th ■ last.

Septoniber 1. The battle occurred on August 
2 1. The following ia tha telegram aunt on tho 
80th by the King of Prussia, at Vaieiniess, to 
the Queoti : — Yesterday we had a victorious 
engagement with tho French, in which tho 
Fourth and Sevouth Army Gurps and one Hava- 
rinii corps took (lart. Marshal M ‘Alahon was 
beaten, and driven back from Heaiioiout across 
the Meuse to Mouzon. T>velve guns, several • 
thousand prisoners, and also much inaU^riel were 
taken.” Later details stated that the Prussians 
attacked Marshal M*Maboii near Beaumont. 
They defeated aud pursued him towards tho Bel- 
gian frontier till nightfall. 

Fighting was resumed at 5 o’clock the next 
morning against tho French, wlio were retiring 
.to Sedan. The carnage w.as terrible. On Sep- 
tember 1, a great battle raged around Sedan. 
The French were driven back with great slaugli- 
ter. The Prusaian Royal Guard and five army 
c<irps were engaged. Tho French were almost 
alt driven insulo the fortress. 

On the 29bh, while the Crown Prince and 
M‘Mahun were engaged at Sedan, a great battle 
occurred at Metz, where Marshal Bozaiiie was in 
command of the French forces. The whole of 
Bazaine's army was engaged against the Prussian 
first army corps, General Reumer's division, and 
the fourth Landwehr division, Friuce Frederick 
Charles commandiug. The battle lasted all the 
29tb and SOtb, when Marshal Bazaine was diiveu 
back at all points. The French were a^lmitted 
by the Prussians te have shown great bravery. 

The battle of August 80-.TI aud September 1, 
between M‘Mahon ainl the Crown Prince, ofFec- 
tually prevented M ‘Mahon’s intetide<l attempt 
to relievo M«tz. The Prttssiauson the 30th cap- 
tured 30 guns and 7000 prisoners. 

On the 2nd September, the King of Fnissia 
telegraphed to his Queen from before Sedan, as 
follows “ A capitulation, whereby the whole 
army at Sedan are prisoners of war, has just 
been concluded with General Wiinpfred, who is 
in command, vu'e M ‘Mahon, who is wouinled. 
The Flmpemr only surremlered himself to me 
since he has no coitmiaud, and has left every- 
thing to the Regency in Paris. Hia place of re- 
sidence 1 shall appoint immediately after an in- 
terview, which will take place shortly.” 

Ou the 3rd September, M. Jerome David an- 
nounced in the French Senate that Marshal Ba- 
zaiiie had f.ailed in his attempts to break through 
the Frus.-^iaii linos round Metz. M.arshal M*\la- 
hon, he said, after vainly endeavoring to join 
Marsh.il Bi7-iiuc, had lieeii driven to Se<Uii. 
Several days* fighting h.icl taken place, with al- 
ternate -snccCi-ses and revei-sea. 

On the following day (Sept. 4) .i proclamation 
of the ministers to the Fieiicli people waa Lssned. 
stating that after three days’ struggle sustained 
by Marshal M*Mahon againattheenemy’s hircos, ! 
miinbcring 300,000 men, 4{M)0 French tnmpa had I 
been taken prisoners. General Winipfreil, who !

ST. BATHANS. 

Q —

Having reviewed the post history of St. 
Hathaiis, I will proceed to give a brief sketch 
of it as it now ia. 

To the eye of a stranger, as he comnicnces to 
descend into the basin froni the south, the first 
appear«ince of the diggings must be most uupre- 
possessjog : — acres of broken ground, and tail- 
ings iutersocted with channels of muddy water, 
and the only relief to the picture the babbling 
torrents discharged from the main races over 
the faces of the claimB. As he approaches the 
foot of the basin, for a minute he will enjoy the 
contrast that now presents itself in the snow- 
clad jieak of Mount St. Bathans, with its razor- 
backed spurs extending almost evenly down into 
the Dunstan Greek Gorge, which is formed by 
the watershed of St. Bathans ami Dunstan 
Ranges. With this scene the Dunstan Greek 
itself appears in the foreground, winding down 
an opi?ii, flat, and rather picturesque-looking 
valley, which becomes gradnally larger until it 
joins in companionship with the creek and the 
Manuherikia river and valley. This bird’s >eye 
view to the approaching traveller is suddenly 
obscured by the art of man, who has contrived 
in a RKist etfectual n\anner to shut out Aabure, 
and to substitute his own workmanship m about 
the most primitive aud distortiunnte manner 
possible to conceive. The buildings and thuir 
appurtenances are constructeil of all kinds of 
material, amongst which I may mention corru- 
gated icon, red iron, tin, gin-cases, staves, and 
canvas. The street is the narrowest I have ever 
seen — unless, indeed, those of Gmistantinuple ; 
aud in the very centre of the township there 
stands conspicuously a huge pigstyo, generally 
full of fat pigs, aud surnumded with the heaiU 
and horns of animals. The etfliivium rising out 
of th.it locality on a warm d.iy is enough to 
create a malarious fever : it is positively sicken- 
ing. Fasaing hurriedly bv, the stranger (if 
riding) carefully guiiles hia horse through a 
labyrinth of chihlren, bniken boxes, carpenters’ 
tools and chips, bottles, salinon-tiiis, •iinl mis- 
cellaneous mbbisli, until he emerges into an 
esplanade a degree more healthy than the street 
behind him. The Catholic (.‘bapel and School- 
liousc '-both beat-looking buildings — now appear 
to view ; and on the ri^t the Last Fiisli Gom- 
iiany’s channel, and the Go. Irnsj' at work, 
branch-pipe in band, carrying everything 1 ) 8101*6 
them, and even threatening the foniidations of 
the houses. Ijcaving his horse at liver}*, the 
tiMveller looks wistfully towards the diggings, 
aud taking eoinjmssioii on him, 1 prolVei* my&e.f 
tw allow him all that ia to be seen of 8t. Hachaus 
at i^s present stage. Grossing over the Lasi. 
Fusil ('omp.iny’a uhamiet at a point opposite the 
4 hivennaent buildings, we proceedcil up KiMarc 
Hill, and from its simiRiit L }>i»iiiled nut to him 
the extensive claims that have for so many ysiirs 
courribiitud largely to the Escort, and aifoideil 
lahoiii ti> a nuiiilior of men. The eoin[)aiiies 
who h'ive constructed these long tiul-raeea, airl 
workerl so perseveringly rivouiul this hill for 
sever.ll ye-irs past, are now beginning (I ob- 
served) to reap the rewatil of their lalmiirs ; 
they biivu thoroughly tcateil the value of tlie 
ground, and can calculate upon fair returns for 
many years hence. Umlmibtedly tliey have yet 
iivuiy obstacles to overconie : huise ilnft and 
bars of ptpecl.iy rcit-lor the working smnowh.it 
dangerous ; but yini may well imagine, after 
looking :it the work alrB.idy accomjdiaheil, that 
tho whole of this Kildare Hill will be sluiced 
through the fork into the sludge-channel before 
these inon abandon tlioground. We then ermssed 
over a fi-w tail-nwes tiibr Blue Gully (well nameil) 
where the bed-rock has berii laid bare over acres 
of ground, thus exposing tho bottom of a basin 
out nf which has alre.idy been taken ah-mt 
5.“^0^K) ounces of gold. Grossing over to Grave- 
y.inl Gully, .it tlio bottom of which a few i 
nvmnds atul palings indicate the spot where the ' 
reinaiuR of some of our old mites lie buried, I : 
drew his attention to the entire course of the j 
sludge-ehaiiiiel, from All Nations Creek, at the ^ 
foot of St. Bathans Basin, to the Diinetau Greek ' 
quarter of a mile Ijclow in a weste *ly direction. ; 
This splendid cliaimel carries away to the creek ' 
— aided by the waters of the l)iiiist.iii Gorge, : 
brought in by fliisbiiig ebatmeU at liilFerent' 
prilnts -all the mullock and dr/iivs daily dis- I 
charged from a dozen or more deep claims, ' 
worked by strong. w'ilHiig arms, and twenty-live [ 
hc.Kls of water passing through the bnsc. The! 
old clianiiel, that runs, paraUel with the other, ! 
also to tho creek, is used ocuasimiany as a HoimI- | 
chatmel while No. I is >>eiiig cleaned nr is under- ! 
going repairs. You have now seen St. B.itli.ins | 
Basin workings (1 reinarkodh and if yon are not ! 
tired, we will cross over the eastern terrace to 
Surface Hill — the future St. Bathans, — which 
always has been, is now, ami will continue to be, 
one of the main supports to this district. Bub 
befoi’c leaving the b.isiu, I will jmiut out to you 
other diggings worthy of mentum. Ou that 
opposite terrace overliangiug the township, down . 
to Liiiilsiip point, two miles west, thu ground i 
has been piMis^iecteil ami gold found in several 
places. The prosjicctors .ibaiidoiied thu ground 
at a time, when water-races were inikiiowu in 
this localit}’, and these men reported that if 
water could be brought to bear, the ground 
would pay oxcuDcnt wages to sluicers. The 
three races — Mountain, Knterprive, ami Scamli- 
navUiu— can be easily extemleil to all the pros- 
pectuil s}»urs and terraces without fluming, and 
at comparatively little cost ; but it will be some 
years hence before the water con]]>anics will turn 
their attention to now grouml, and when that 
(lay cumes the township will iW shifted to the 
Diuistan Creek Flat, in close proximity to that 
little red house near the Race Gourae which is 
called the dairy. The house at the nearer point 
is Messrs Keeu.in and Morgan 8, uirners of race- 
hovacK ; and that chestnut horse on the tother 
is called Gamecock. He is the sou of Migno- 
nette, Kinross's celebrated bay mai e ; and he, 
though only four years old, is well known by all 
the sfKirting men betwven Naaeby aud Qiieons- 
town. Fnfiing and blowing at the exertion of 
climbing up the precipitous edge of the b.isin, 
rny companion threw himself ou tho grouml jnsb 
as Surface Hill workings appeared in sight ; and 
having attained .in elevation sufficient to scan 
.ill the principal localities in the neighboiirhoiHl, 

I let him recline and listen while I pointed out 
and e.xplidued.tho works of Nature and of man. 
Having iaformed him that the spur we w'ere on 
was the only one on which one could trace his 
steps the whole way up to the top of Mount St. 
Nathans without having to cruse any deej) gullies, 



1 proceeded to point out Omaraina Pass, north- 
east hy north, Mtween St. Bathans and Hawk- 
dun Ranges — tha latter stretching away eoutb- 
erly until they appeared to bleud with Mount 
Ida aud Kyeburu. There on the south and 
south-west, I said, you sec Blackstoiie Hill, the 
Hollands’ station, and the Manuherikia ; and 
that black rauga beyond ia colled Rough Ridge. 
That little white speak on the range is tha Jda 
Valley Quartz Reef township. That group of 
buildings down on the flat below us is known aa 
the Uawkdun Station ; and those huts scattered 
over tho terraces aud gullies towards the east 
are the homes of the Surface Hill diggers. The 
three linos or scorings that you can sec along the 
base of Mount 8t. Bathans as far as the eye can 
reach, (ire the luaiii races belonging to the com- 
panies I have spukea to you about. The SiUh- 
dinavisn is brought from the Matiuheiikian a 
distance of eighteen miles ; the Mountain, from 
a ^orge twelve miles dissant ; aud the Enter- 
prise from Rock Greek, about sixteen iniles. 
That creek below us is called Muddy Greek, and 
is the only outlet for ^Surface Hill tailings, which 
are carried into the Mauiihurikia at a pointy 
three miles below 8t. Bathans. Those large 
workings just under us are known os the 8cau* 
diuaviaa ciaiins. The company have occasion- 
ally an extra supply of water, which they use in 
working olf that ground below which I have 
just j)oiuted out to you. lu one of these up[>er 
cLiims, quite recently, two men washed up and 
shared between them about 230 ozs. os the re- 
sult of four months* labour. Their success has 
given a new impetus to mining in this direction, 
and others, who had looked upon the ground ns 
worked out, have changed their opinions. Be- 
fore returning to 8t. Ikithaiia, let me point out 
to you the roail you will take to the Dunstan. 
After emssiug the sludge-chamicl opposite Mr 
Keenan's farm, yon will ride alongside it until 
you rciich the Dunstan Greek, which you will 
cross, imd then follow t)ic track under the Dun- 
stan Range tevmces. At tNVo miles south of 
Bathans you wilt |>ass Fleasaiit Valley, a dig- 
gings once highly lavimrcil, but at present in 
abeyance. There is one iiarty there yet, and, I 
hear, likely to remain. Buyoiul the valley is a 
iiiee-louking farm, well tilled by one Galeb 
Dougee, wlio winks hard, r.iises his eroj>s Stic- 
ccssfuRy, and iniiuls his own business At two 
miles beyond Valley you will pass 

across the foot of Welshiiun’a Gully, a li»cahty 
of great repute. It is a place just like oM Ben- 
digo Gully — “ incxhaiistiolc.” It b:ts Ihjcii, and 
is now, a wunilcrfuHy auriferous gully ; aiul the 
miners there, having a pieutifal supply of water 
at thuir coniin.inii, arc likely ti> iiccoinc per- 
manent residents. — 1 believe J have now de- 
scribeil all the loc.ilitic8 included within the 
scope allowed as Dunstan Greek diggings, and 1 
hope th.it os you pvoueed northw.irii you will 
be .ihlb to bear as promising acc-mnta of other 
localities as i have given you of this.

The rrii3si;in iiee lle gnu, tested at Sidowi 
on a graiiil scale, axul the French Ghaese^iot 
rifle, which did wkiliU-I's at MeiitaJia on a small 
one, are alxiut to have their rcs[>i:ctive qualities 
put to a severe tri.il. 'riju needle gun did more 
tlun conquer the «ustriaus at Sailow.i. Jt 
kept i''T.iuce from intervening against Frussia 
when that power aggrandised itself by appro- 
priating the territory of its helpless m'ighbnrs. 
It kept France from precipitating hostilities 
when Bismarck i*efuscd compliance w'itli the 
Emperor’s demands in reganl to Luxemburg. 
.Vml but for the invention of the Ghassepot riflu, 
which is claimed by the French to be superior 
to the needle gun, it would have kept France 
back from the present war. 

Tlie I’nissiau nccllc gun U tho invention of 
Herr Dreyso. a gun inamiLietuier, who spent 
thirty yeans in trying to constnict a perfect 
brooch-loading rifle that would be of practical 
use in war. The barrel ia 36,111) inches long, 
and ia rifled with four grooves down to tho 
broech, where the chamber, or bed for the cart- 
ridge, IB smooth and a litilc larger tl)an tho 
l»*re. The bed enlarges slightly to the rear, so 
as to admit the c^irtridgc freely ; and the lower 
part of tho bore, for a distance of G. 17 inches, is 
enlarged so that the ball is gradually compressed 
into the grooves. The rear of the barrel is 
conical, and is called the inouth-picce. Over 
this part there is a six-sided cylinder, whieh 
bolds all the muohanisni of the piece. The air- 
chamber, next to the cvlinder, has the needle 
pipe screwed into its breech. Tlie cartridge is iii- 
scrtcil at the rear, anil the igiiitiun i$ produced 
by the intrusion of a needle into the fnlmin.iute 
attacbeil to the ixirtriilce. The ball is a sphero- 
conical, ami the powder charge is oG grains, 
The Weight of this giin is 1 1 lbs. The tncchanisin 
can be taken apart without a screwdriver, vice, 
Ac. It C.1II be safely and cosily cleaucil, and 
the gun being small, is particularly adapted for 
use in the contvaetcil space of loopholes, on 
horsobjwk, &c. The objections to the Frussian 
needle gim are, the dangei of we.ikeuing the 
spiral S]>ring, and the pns;»il)ility that the needle 
may not be propelled with suflicietit force to 
pierce the cartridge. 

The French claim that their gun, which is 
named after the inventor, M. ChassepAt, is the 
moat efficient weapon ever put into the hands of 
an army, ft b&irs some resemblance to the 
needle gun, but has this ailvanta^'e over it, that 
its mechanism is much more simple, and less 
H.ihle to become clogged or to get out of order. 
The needle gun, after it has been discharged seve- 
ral timuB iu quick succession, becomes hot and 
damp in the (mamber, owing lo thu inability of 
the gaa that comes back a.^ter the explosion of 
the cartridge to e-icape The inside soon becomes 
dirty, and tho soldier is re()uiredto takehis piece 
apart and clean it- Th© French gun is subject to 
uimeof these dioadvautages. It allows tho free 
escape of gas after B.ich discharge, am! can be 
cleaused from dirt or rust with very little loss of 
time. The Ghassupfit projectile is a rather long 
sing, with thu end roumloid and pointe<l like our 
rifle ball, The charge, which is altache^i to it in 
a paper covering, is composed of a peonliar pow- 
der, specially manufactured for the purpose. The 
distance at which tbisgim carries 'vitb certainty 
is very cunsidorable — over 100 metres.

Tlie followiii" grapLio skeWti of an iiici- 
dyiit wljieli occuri-uil jsoine yeai's siiico, at 
the Natural Ci-idge in Virginia, coinpriatia 
a [iivasaga in a loature on gouius, dulivoroJ 
by tliH qe.lebrated Elilm Barrett, the

Tills feeling at Uis-t 
begins to wear away : tlicy begin to look 
aroiiiul them. Tiiey see tho names of hun- 
dreds cut in tho limestone ahiitmeiits. A 
new feeling comes over their hearts, and 
their kuives are in liand in an instant. 
“ What Ulan has done null can do," is 
their watchword, while they draw them- 
selves up and carve their names a foot 
above those of a hundred full-grown men, 
who had been there before them. 

They are all satislied with this feat of 
physical exertion except One, whose ex- 
ample illustrates perfectly the forgotten 
truth, that there is no royal road to iutei- 
luctua! eaiiiience.

I'hnis tlioiiglit of a boy to write his mmie i 
side liy side with that of tlie great father 
ol his e.iniicry. He grasps his knife with 
a liiiii hiiiil, aii.l cUiiging to a little jotting 
er.ig, he cats again into the limestone, 
iihout a foot above where he stands ; hut 
as be puts lli.s feet and h iflda into tlie.se 
gains, and draws liiiuself c.arefnlly ii[) to 
his full leagth, he tiad.s him.Helf a foot 
above cveiy name chronicled on that 
mighty wall. While h.s companions are 
rcgaidiiig liini with concern and admira- 
tion, he cuts his n-iine in huge capitals, 
largo and deep, into that flinty album. 
His knife is still in his hand, and strength 
in his sinews, imd a newly-created aspira- 
r.ition in his heart. 

.Again he enls another niche, and again 
ho cuts his name in large capit ils. This 
ia not enough, treedles.s of the entreaties 
of his coeipanions, he ent.s ami elimbs 
again. liin graduations of his ascending 
scale grow wider apart. Me ineisnres Ids 
length at every gain he cuts. The voices 
of his friends wax weaker and weaker, till 
their words are finally hist on his ear. He 
iiow for the fir.st time casts a look beneath 
him. Hail that glance lasteil a moment, 
that moment svoiild have been Ids last, 
lie clings with n convulsive slmdcler to his 
little niche in the rock. An awful alivss 
awaits Ida almost certain fall. He is faint 
with severe exertion, anrl trcmhliu-r f,-oin 
the sudden view of the dread fuldeatroction 
to wlncli he ia exposeil. His knife is 
worn half way to the haft. He can hear 
the voices, but not tlie words, of ids ter- 
ror-stricken companions lielow. What a 
nionieiit ! Vi hat a meagre chance to escape 
destruction 1 There is no retracing his 
steps. It IS impossible to put Ids bands 
into tlie sime niche with his feet, and re- 
tain his hold a moment. His companions 
instantly perceive tlds fearful dilemma, and 
await his fall with emotions that “ freeze 
their young blood,” He ia ton high, too 
faint to ask for liis futhcr and mother, his 
brother and sisters, to come and witnea.a or 
avert Ids de.struction. But one of his com- 
liaiiious anticipates Ids desire. Swift as 
lyincl he bounds down the channel, and 
tlie fatal situation of the hoy is told upon 
ins futfior'a li6^i'thstone. 

Jliuiiles of almost eternal length roll 
on, and there were hundreds stiindingin that 
rocky channel, and hnmlreda on the ridge 
above, all Iiolding their hi'euth and await- 
ing the fearful catastrophe. The poor hoy 
lOiirs the hum of new and numerous voices, 
both above .and below. He cun just- dis- 
tmgiiiHh the tones of his father's voice, 
who is slionting with sll the energy of 
despair, " William I William 1 don’t look 
dow a. Your mother, and Henry, and Har- 



liet, are all hero praying for you. Don’t 
look down. Keep your eyes towards the 
top.” 

The boy didn't look down — Ids eyes are 
llxcd like a dint towards iieaven, and Ids 
young heart on Him who reigns there. 
He grasiw iigiiin his knife. He cole ano- 
ther niche, and another foot is added to 
the hundreds that remove him from the 
reach of human help from below. How 
carefully he uses Ids wasting blade ! How 
anxiously he selects the softest place in 
that pier ! How he avoids every flinty 
grain i How he economises his physical 
powers ! Besting a moment at each, again 
be cuts. How every motion ia watched 
ifoid below ! There stand his father and 
mother, brother and sister, on the vei'v 
spot where, if he fulls, he will not fail 
alone, 

Tho sun is half down in tiie west. The 
lad had made fifty additional niches in the 
mighty Wall, and now finds himself directly 
under the middle of that vast uivh of rucks, 
earth, and trees. He must cut hii way in 
a new direction, to get over tlds overhaii"- 
itig mountain. The inspiration of hope is 
dying in his bosom ; its vital heat is fed 
by the shouts of hundreds perched upon 
clifls and tree.s, and others who stand with 
ropes ill their hands on the biidge above 
or with ladder-s below. Fifty gains more 
must he cut before the longest rope can 
reach idin. Elis wasting blade again strikes 
iiito the Hnjcstono.

Public uttoution wua fii-at 
Called to certain tmspiciuus circuuistaiici's 
on Saturday, morning, when the following 
letter appeared ia the cohmins of tho Bal- 
larat Courier:^ 

“ Sir, — As your paper han alwayu been a 
staunch supporter of tbe mining interest, we 
wish to expos© through its coliiuuis what we 
coDskler to b© a deliiicrate and cold-hlooded 
attempt to impose on raining speculators. tVe, 
with several others, inspeoted the claim of the 
llovival Company to*day> Mid have no ht-sita. 
tion ill asserting that it is h swindle, and we 
cousider it our duty as quartz miners ami B iecu- 
latora to give the publie tho henclit of oiir ©X' 
pencnco. Our object in writing this letter is 
that from the favoCirable opinion exiirexeed by 
several geiitlcnieii (with a snjierliei,al kuuwlcdge 
of qu-aitz milling) who visital the elniiii together 
with ourselves, we are sfraiii that they ami the 
public ore likely to be gnlleil, and we would 
: suggest to applicants fur shares to ajijaunt three 
; of their uiimher, break down present faces, and 
if they find what they consider payable gold, 
after that we will neknowledge our mistake, but 
not before.

This letter would seem to have caused 
imimmso e.xcitement, and we find tlie two 
evening joiiinals denoimeing the supposed 
reef di-scovery as a mining .seaniiai and a 
swindle. We quote what the .Viii’i! has to 
say on the subject : — 

“ The mnch-talked-of discovery alleged 
to have been niailo in nil old shaft near 
Vale Park, on Thursday, turns out to be 
one of the greatest swindles we have be- 
come acquainted with on Ballarat for some 
years past. It ajipeais that last evening 
several mining men and some shareholdeis 
in the proposed Revival Company hud 
slight suspicions that all w-as not us’repre- 
■sented in connection with the rich quartz 
vein of which so much had been said ; and 
when it became known that two expeii- 
enced quartz miners Iwd visited tho shaft 
(luring tho iiftemoon, and pronounced the 
whole aflidr a swindle, great excitement 
[ireviiiled. The letter published bv Messra 
Harris and Fitzgerald was the signal for a 
movement to he made at once in the mat 
ter. amt a notice was jiosted at tho Mining 
Exchange to the effect that at 10 o’clock 
a party would start for tbe claim with a. 
view of tpstingthe corrccfne.ss of the report 
111 ule. The party was soon got together, 
iind consisted of, among otliers, Messrs 
Foster, Gavin, Cmyle, Copeland, Downing, 
and several other gentlemen interested. 
On arriving at tlie claim, some demur was 
raaiiu to theirdescemling. The windlass had 
been removed, and de.scent for tlie time 
being was iinpossihle. However, after some 
delay, another winHlas.s was procmi'd, and 
two or three of the party descended, and 
closely inspected the workings. They dis- 
covered tlmt the gold could he easily rubbed 
off tlie stone, and a eIo.se examination 
showed them that what hail apppcai'ed to 
be the ])reciotiB metal niiniing through the 
stone was in reality nothing hnt gold-leaf, 
either pasted or shot in. The face was at 
once worked uiion, and a good quantity of 
stone knocked down, lint no gold was 
seen, and the afl’air was then pronounced 
a swinille. By this time Mr Gaunt, 
acting as waivleii, Mr Inspector Ryall, and 
Sergeant M’Cnllngli, bad put in an ap- 
pearance at tlie claim, and its one of the 
prospectors nsceniled the shaft, he was im. 
mediately given in charge to the police, as 
was also the other when he arrived at tlie 
surface.. Tlioy were then charged witli 
‘ trying to obtain money under false pre- 
tences,' and brought into tlie M'cstmi 
lock up ; subsequently, at two o'clock, they 
were marched to gaol, and passing the 
London Chiirtercd Bank corner, where a 
large coiicourao of people had a.sscnihled, 
were greeted with yells and hoots. Later 
in the d.iy an information was to he sworn 
against a well-known local resident lately 
an hotel-ke' per in Stnrt-street, for " coii- 
spiring to dofrand,” as it was tlioiight that 
lie had some hand in tlie iniitter. The 
affair of course has created tho most |iro- 
found sensation in mining circles, and the 
wonder here is, that .so many persons de- 
scended the sliaftand failed to discover the 
swindle. We m-iy add that Ixith Cnwson 
and Hanna had with them from time to 
time, since their alleged discovery, some 
fine specimens of quartz, which of course 
were believed to have come from the mine. 

It is only fair to Messrs Gavin niid Foster, 
in whose hnnds the formation of the Be- 
viviil Corapniivwas plnred, to exonerate 
tlieni from the faintest tinge of smspirioTi 
in the matter; indeed thesn gentlemen 
will be losers to the extent of eurvey fees 
paid by tbem to take np the groinid on 
behalf of the proposed company. No 
money, we are informed, has been pair] 
for shares, so that tlie prospectors have 
not benefited much. Great rvedit is due 
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I to Mes-sis HarlisaiiJ f itzgi-ralil nji 
ing this attempted .swiikllt , and ii siiU'.iij.- 
tion was this iilteriioon bring ^ri up lo 
present tlieso griitlriiien witli son.r simuUe 
testiinoniiil for their sri vices. J i wiis KtiitrJ 
in the evening that the police in tended lo 
put some niiiiers on to work llic claim fi r 
a few days in order to fullly test the 
afiiiir. 

Some days later, \\, J Coleman, J. J, 
Citwsoii, aiiJAV. Hiiniiii were jiluerd btfor# 
tho Bencli on tlie ciiurge of ohtiiining 
money under fiilso jireteiices, and were 
cominitfcd for trial. On the iqiplicutiuu 
of Mr Trendi, tfie Benth said tliey w ould 
uccejit bail for each prisoiirr, hiinseif in 
TfiOO, and two .sureties, to be approved of 
by the police, of rflOtl each.

As it proved, tho 
eugine was a little off itK ceutre, kucI yield- 
ing to the dviver'a ttmeli, he ■kviis hurled to 
a tomhle dooiii. It could not Init be ob- 
served by tliD cxcitetl crowd, wbosn sense 
of priidcnne had thus been HTartliiigly 
aroused, that the niiuddnery of nil stcuiiu’is 
whs in a most reckless .state of ungnavclfd- 
ness. In 1870, the engiiirtn' of the Kelpie. 
C.iprain yyiningtou, h;td hig anii wrenulnd 
from its socket by these feaiful wheels.

We publish below a statoKient of the 
“armies of the world,” from a San Fran- 
cisco e.xclnitige, which will give our readere 
something of an idea of the gigantic naturs 
of the struggle which would take jiliice in 
Europe, sliould all the great jiowers ha 
drawn into the war now e.xisting between 
France and Prussia ; an event which is 
not nt all unlikely. 

At tlie pi'esent day the stiinding uriiiies 
of the world are larger tium they have 
been since the great wars of the first 
Napoleon. The armies of tho pi’nited 
States now niiiiiber 5 G,O(j 0 men in all, 
For tbe extent of our territory, this is the 
smallest army in the world ; and we have 
reason to congratulate olireelves upon tlie 
fact. The co,stof our iirmy is ?100,()UO,OI>0 
or nearly §2,00(1,1)00 per 1000 men. 

The army of France bus been fixed at 
7.fl0,000 men in the " active army,” and 

550.000 in the “ passive,” the latter being 
namiid the National Guard Jlobile. A 
contingent of 100,000 men is imnually 
availaljle to recruit tbe uniiy. 

The Briti.sh army mimbcra about 200,000 
men. The bulk of tliis army is at home, 
Ireland iibsorbing alwiit 25,000 good 
ti'oo]'S. Of the Colonics or foreign |io.s- 
-sessions, India takes tbe largest lioily of 
troops, tbe Dominion of Canada next, 
Austniliii next. 

The Hrtii-siim army numbers about some 

600.000 men. 

The Italian iinny now miinbpra sonie 

215.000 men, and is a very effective one, 
In one of its divisions, tlie Bevsiiglieii oriilie 
battalions, it excels even tlie French army, 
wlio,so Zoliiives are siip'|'ioseil to he the 
first light i.ifiintry in Ihe woilcl. 

The Austrian iirmy niimliera uiiont 

700.000 men ; its cavalry is said to he very 
fine. The Government breeds its own 
horBe.s, and tliiis seenres good nionnts. 

The Itnssinn army nnnilier.s ahont 

800.000 men ; it could be i|ui(k1y in- 
rreiised to 1,200,000 in time of war. It 
is Bjirend all over the empire, from the 
Baltic to the CiiiirriSn.s. 

The Spiuii.sh army is small, not cxrml- 
ing 80,000 men ; but it is vci v well 
rlotlu'd and riiseij dined. It is iil.-.o rradv- 
ilig brcechi learli'ia. 

The mind'crs tnainfriiiird in the stiiud- 
ingarnnesof civilised mifioi's ia net less 
than 3,000.000, All these vast niilnher,s 
are anatehral away from n ehil industr'is, 
and for the restly armnmerits thev ri quii’ij,
